evidently was seeking a landing 
place in the hilly, sparsely settled 
country, when the plane crashed, 
hit a stump and immediately burst 
into flames.

W ASHIN GTO N , Ju ly 29 — All 
the people of the United Nations 
today had assurances from Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt that the Allied 
forces are preparing to move on 
to the bigger task of crushing 
Germany and Japan, now that 
Italy has been virtually knocked 
out of the war. 
In one of his most important 
fire-side radio reports to the na­ 
tion, 
the 
President 
last 
night 
warned that defeating Hitler and I 
To jo on their home grounds will 
be no “ easy matter” ; emphasized 
this government’s determination to i 
insist on the unconditional sur­ 
render of Italy, and announced a 
sof ia! security demobilization plan 
for the men and women of the 
armed services. 
In an address that covered a 
w.dt range of subjects on both the 
Vmie and fighting fronts, Pre*!-1 
dent Roosevelt also announced the 
end of coffee rationing as of to­ 
day; promised greatly increased 
allowance* of sugar within a short 
time, but called on the American 
public to make greater sacrifices 
in the future to win the war. 
Skip* Tax Issue 
There was one major issue the 
President did not mention — the 
subject of taxes. He was silent on 
the treasury’s recent statement 
that taxes w ill have to be heavily 
increased next year to help pay 
the cost of the war. 
He disclosed officially that the 
American government intends to 
insist that Benito Mussolini and 
his Fascist henchmen be punished 
for “ their crimes against human­ 
ity” ; said that the war against 
Italy w ill go on “until the Italian 
people realize the futility of con­ 
tinuing to fight,” but held out the 
promise of a helping hand to them 
as soon as they capitulate. 
In connection with the Pacific 
conflict', the President announced 
that the Allies now have superior­ 
ity in the air over Burma. He also 
predicted that the Japanese will 
be unable to support for long their j 
outposts 
in 
Burma, 
Siam, 
the ; 
Straits 
Settlements, 
the 
Dutch 
East Indies, New Guinea and the 
Solomons. 
Far From Goal 
How-ever, he warned at the same 
time that “ we are still far from 
our main objectives in the w'ar 
against Japan.” He said the Allied 
forces in the Pacific are “pushing 
forward to occupation of positions 
which in time will enable us to 
attack the Japanese islands them­ 
selves from the North, South, East 
and W est.”

"Advancing cautiously and un- j 
seen under a protective cover of 
< louds and fog, a Japanese task i 
force moved In slightly more than 
a year ago to attack the Aleu­ 
tians.” Gen. Reybold related. 
“ Warships, aircraft carriers and 
transports headed for Dutch Har­ 
bor. When they were about 60 
miles away the carriers emerged 
from the fog bank and discharged 
their loads of fighter and bomber 
planes. 
“ A t most, only a token opposi- i 
tion of anti-aircraft guns and a 
lew flying boats was expected. But 
th* Nipponese received the sur­ 
prise of their lives. 
“ Our P-40 fighters and B-26 
bombers arose in huge numbers 
from a field on Unmak island. 60 
miles w’est of Dutch Harbor. They 
swarmed toward the Jap fleet and, 
to avoid strafing and bombing, the 
varships and carriers ducked back 
into the fog,” the general said. 
“ Arm y engineers had wrestled 
ceaselessly for months against the 
rock and tundra and foul weather 
>f the Aleutians to build that air­ 
field. It was completed only a few 
^hort days before the attack. 
“They carved that landing field 
out of rock terrain that men of 
I sser courage and ability would 
have overlooked in airfield recon- 
i aiaaanoe,” he concluded.

AN EMPIRE VANISHES 
T 
HE collapse of Italy has been so rapid, 
since the Allied assault began, that it 
is even yet hard to believe. The most direct 
cause of Italian downfall was doubtless the 
powerful British-American assault on Sic­ 
ily and Rome, with all the implications 
that went with those blows. But Italy was 
already a rotten branch of the Nazi war 
scheme, and its rotten leader was ready 
for his exit. 
So ends the brief dream of a modern 
Italian empire, reviving the glory of an­ 
cient Rome. The Italian people will settle 
down now, poorer than ever, with less 
room for expansion and less prestige, to 
recoup their human and material losses 
as best they may. 
Britain and America will probably be 
generous enough to help them, if the new 
Italian regime, after unconditional sur­ 
render, gives sincere pledges of coopera­ 
tion with the civilized powers from now on. 
It is generally felt in America that the evil 
forces at work in Italy came from Musso­ 
lini and Hitler, although many Italians 
were unduly eager to take advantage of 
such criminal partnership, lf Italy will go 
straight hereafter, she may be respected 
and prosperous a generation from now. 
v i

These Italian-Americans were especial­ 
ly trained in the dangerous, delicate job of 
winning over military garrisons in advance 
of a landing force. In Sicily they had the 
advantage of speaking the language and 
being able to visit the homes of their rela­ 
tives. few of whom loved Mussolini. From 
there they were able to work around to 
various military leaders. 
It has long been known that Italian 
military leaders were of two types. One 
is the professional soldier like Field Mar­ 
shal Badoglio, who was in the army before 
Mussolini’s time and has no love for the 
Fascists. Also he has no love for the Nazis, 
and so was not too difficult to win over to 
the Allied side. 
Other type of Italian military leaders is 
'the Fascist Blackshirt, who rose through 
favors from ll Duce, but who usually is 
susceptible to coin of the realm. Presum­ 
ably U. S. advance scouts were supplied 
with what Gen. Clark took with him in 
advance into North Africa. 
At any rate, expert advance work by 
; patriotic Italian-Americans, plus the pop­ 
ularity of the United States in Sicily, con­ 
tributed to one of the most bloodless land­ 
ing expeditions in history.

millions of citizens. But more people are 
worrying about it than are doing anything 
about it. The usual attitude seems to be 
that it’s something like fate, and can’t be 
helped or prevented. 
It is indicated at Washington that the 
President will go to the people soon with 
‘‘blueprints” of this situation, pointing out 
that something can and must be done about 
it. The sooner, the better. 
There are said to be tens of billions of 
loose dollars sloshing around this coun­ 
try, in the form of cash, credit, and bank 
deposits, looking for things to buy. And at 
a time when there are fewer and fewer 
things produced, it is natural to try to 
buy them by offering more money for 
them. That means wasteful spending by 
those who have it, and makes life harder 
for those who haven’t. 
One simple remedy for this wasteful 
foolishness doesn’t seem yet to have oc­ 
curred to millions of people. It is the pro­ 
cess of putting loose money into war bonds. 
That takes it out of circulation, eases the 
spending pressure and keeps down prices, 
and at the same time creates savings for 
future hard times.

It does not look like it now, combined, as they are, but ultimately 
they are liable to conflict mutually, a* they have done before. 
Then what will the chief s mandate be Uke ? 
If called on to squelch a totalitarian outbreak, there is a 50-50 
split in opinion between THEM and the democracies, and be has 
only that problem to solve, he will not have much 
' f a puzzle to deal with. Still, he would want to keep 
order. 
Doing it on an international scale will make him 
hump. 
But the scrap may not be between the democra­ 
cies and the totalitarians alone. It may also be between some democ­ 
racies and some other democracies. 
^lucratively, we and the British are very fond of the Russian? 
now, but w’e were not prior to the Nazis’ attack on them. Wendell 
lllkie in his book, telling of his travels, mentions obvious frictions 
between the Muscovites and the Chinese where their respective te r­ 
ritories develop considerable rivalry between them. Even we and the 
British have had some trifling differences of opinion. 
Is it a safe conclusion, then, that that proposed International police 
force will not fall out internally, perhaps two or three decades hence ? 
If so, whose side will the chief be on? 
Oh, everlasting, universal peace is a lovely picture, but is it not 
cathar a fancy sketch than a dependable prospective photograph?

Warning that more than 50 per­ 
cent of all farm wells that have 
been tested by his department this 
Summer have contained contam­ 
inated or polluted 
water, 
Dr. 
A. D. Blackburn, Pickaway coun­ 
ty health commissioner, is urging 
rural 
residents 
who use 
water 
from dug wells to take advantage 
of the county health office’s well 
examination service in 
order to 
play safe. 
"Numerous private wells have 


been examined so far this Sum­ 
mer," the 
health 
commissioner 
told the county board of health at 
j its meeting Wednesday afternoon, 
1 "and much of the water has been 
'tested by the 
state 
laboratory. 
More than 50 percent of all farm 
wells tested have 
contained con- 
j laminated or polluted water. 
"The water supply on the farms 
j that comes from dug wells is, as 
a general rule, bad,” the commis­ 
sioner 
pointed 
out. 
"This 
bad 
quality 
of 
water is caused 
in 


nearly 
every 
case 
by 
surface 
water entering the well." 
Dr. Blackburn pointed to poor 
construction of 
well walls 
and 
well coverings as responsible 
for 
this condition. "In many cases a 
drain tile in close proximity to the 
well is the source of 
contamina­ 
tion," he declared. 
The healther went on to explain 
that many private wells 
have 
been neglected and the upper wail 
has crumbled or the well cover­ 


ing has rotted, permitting dirt of 
all kinds to enter the water. 
The health 
office has 
cleaned 
many wells 
and 
repaired 
and 
chlorinated 
others and most of 
these wells are 
producing 
pure 
water, Dr. 
Blackburn 
told 
the 
health 
board. "However," he in­ 
formed his board, "too many per­ 
sons are careless about their fam­ 
ily water supply. Many forms of 
intestinal 
disorders, 
including 
typhoid, are 
caused by 
contam­ 
inated water.” 
Attention 
of the 
public 
was 
called Thursday 
by 
the 
health 
commissioner to 
a free 
service 
offered by his office for water 


'supply checking and sewage dis­ 
posal. All persons who wish serv­ 
ice along these lines are asked to 
I contact Dr. Blackburn. 
Persons 
wishing their farm water supplies 
analyzed 
should 
obtain a water 
container from the health office. 
"Much intestinal 
sickness can
